HONG KONG 一 Army and mi- 
litia in Fukien province have been 
mobilized to protect railroads 
against threatened sabotage by 
Supporters of Vice Premier Teng 
Hsiao-ping， Chinese Nationajist 
intelligence sources reported ]last 
week， 

Quoting recent ITeports from 
China, the sources said that mili- 
tary units in the coastal province 
across the Taiwan Straits have 
been ordered to patrol the Ying- 
tan-Amoy and Nanping-Foochow 
railways while armed militia units 
stood guard on trains and at sta- 
tions， 

The security authorities took the 
precaution following the appear- 
ance of posters and handbills along 
the two' railroads protesting the 
criticism of Teng，Dnow under at- 
tack. 

The same reports claimed that 
Teng's supporters Were very active 
in Foochow，Amoy，Chuanchow， 
Nanping，S$anming and Chang- 
chow， six major cities in Fukien，

The police said the bullets had 
hit one intended target，16-year- 
old Jim Mui of Brooklyn，wound- 
ing him in the right leg as he and 
his companions turned and Tan to 
the rear of the restaurant，accord- 


ing to the Times. 

KILLED 

Other bullets killed “Victoria 
Kira of Rego Park，、Quecns、who 
was dining with her husband,， her 
8-year-old daughter and a friend， 
and hit a waiter, Yue Chau，who 
is in serious condition at Bellevue 
Hospital with chest and neck 
wounds， 

Three students dining at ano- 
ther table were also wounded. 

One，and possibly two other 
members of the Ghost Shadows 
youth gang were being sought 
the shooting，Lieutenant Yuknes -

Sonie sources in Chinatown 
duestioned whether a gang dis- 
pute was involved in the shooting， 
and expressed doubts that Jim 
Mui，the wounded boy，was 3 
gang member. 

Detective Neil Morelli of the 
Eifth Precinct， which includes 
Chinatown，said young Mui was 
“an affiliate”of the gang，not an 
active member，according to the 
Times article. 

Lieutenant Yuknes said he had 
“no doubt that the shooting Was 
the result of a fight between rival 
youth-gang members，

St. Francis Hospital has Success- 
fully secured the commitment of 
federal funds for the outpatient 
clinic，on the basis that China- 
town and North of Market resi- 
dents will be the major target 
population. Federal guidelines 
mandate that _ community health 
needs be assessed and residents 
have input into the development 
of clinic services.

@ THE right-wing American “intellec- 
tual, ”William F. Buckley Jr., dealt with 
this matter in his syndicated column last 
month.. He was predictably indignant， 
alleging that the Hongkong authorities 
“seek to _ingratiate themselves with the 
Chinese”and telling the pathetic story 
of a 26-year-old woman, the only one in 
a party of four escapees who made it， 
who was “scooped up,”Pput before a 
“Dickensian panel” of justices (which in 
fact included one of the most liberal of 
Hongkong's magistrates) and duly. re- 
turned to China. Buckley finds cause for 
Iegret that the late Sir Winston Chur- 
chill “agreed to abandon Poland in re- 
turn for continued [British] sovereignty 
over Hongkong” (which is the first IT, or 
anyone else 1 have consulted, have heard 
of that particular deal) and adds:“Bet- 
ter Hongkong should be overrun by the 
communists than it should survive as a 
Witness to Western callousness.? 
Buckley asks why President Ford did 
not Taise this matter during his visit to 
China last year， Why，one may ask， 
should it be a matter for Ford? Accord- 
ing to Buckley，Ford,“in his dealings 
with the Chinese，speaks in a general 
way alike for Americans and for the 
British.”I am sure that”s the first the 
British have heard of that. In his lignor- 
ant chauvinism， Buckley apparently 
does not Tealise that Britain was the first 


Western nation to recognise China early 
in 1950 and has quite adequately main- 
tained relations with Peking without :the 
good officers of the US. 


@ FUNNY that Hongkong, an example 
of Successful capitalism，should be the 
target of the rightist Buckley. But his 
ignorance and distortion did not stop 
there. Earlier this month he reported in 
his column that the Hongkong author- 
ties，determined to do something to 
check the growing crime rate，had exe- 
cuted two young murderers: “They 
were given the traditional last meal of 
their choice. Then they were driven to 
the prison compound and there a firing 
squad did its duty . . . The whole of it was 
televised and shown during pTime time.?” 

This drivel from a man who is multi- 
syllabically contemptuous of erruss 识 
others was also -duly syndicated. For 
Buckley's information，Hongkong does 
not execute by firing squad，Neither 
does 让 execute by hanging (although 
the power to do so is on the books). In 
fact，no execution has taken-place in 
Hongkong since 1966, which would have 
been easily established 这 Buckiey had 
troubled to do any checking. The Hong- 
kong Government properly dismissed 
Buckley's ravings as “laughable non- 
sense” worthy of “an imaginative fic- 
tion writer unfamiliar with Hongkong.?” 

The delightful explanation appears to 
be that Taiwan (which types like Buck- 
ley，of course，admire as the “Teal?” 
China) has been cracking down on crime

Observing such strange animal 
behavior is one part of a massive 
Chinese effort to Predict earth- 
quakes 一 an effort that involves 
mobilizing thousands of profes- 
sional and amateur seismologists 
and analyzing data ranging from 
SoOphisticated geological readings 
to the experienced observations of 
an old .peasant to _ the bizarre 
behavior of a swan， 

FORECAST 

The result is that today China is 
the only country in the world 
where earthquakes have been suc- 
cessfully forecast. 

The movement to develop ef- 
fective prediction techniques be- 
gan ten years ago，after a maijor 
tremor caused serious damage in 
the suburbs of Peking. A _ network 
of 5,000 forecasting stations and 
45.000 observation posts Was then 
set UP throughout the country. 
About 10,000 highly trained seis- 
mologists andq over 100,000 con- 
cerined citizens joined to，as the 
Chinese press put 让 , “keep close 
watch on the movement of the 
earth's crust day and night: 

The effort has paid off. In the 
last decade，several major earth- 
quakes，including those which 
struck the Pohai Gulf in 1969， 
southwestern Szechuan Province 
in 1971 and 1972 and last years 
massive quake in northeastern 
Liaoning province，werIe pre- 
dicted well in advance.

The Liaoning earthquake in 
-February，1975，for example， 
measured 7.3 on the Richter Scale， 
and damaged or destroyed nearly 
90 percent of the buildings in the 
populous and heavily industrial- 
jized province. But due to the early 
Predictions， the Chinese claim 
that only three people were killed 

Chinese seismologist Say there 
are a number of kev phenomena 
that alert them to a possibie 
earthquake. One is strange behav- 
ior in anim als. 

Just before the earthquake in 
the Pohai Gulf in 1969，observers 
at the Tientsin Zoo，which lies 
west of the Gulf, noticed that the 
giant panda kept putting its head 
in its paws and moaning，the 
Manchurian tiger got dizzy and 
rolled over, swans came out of the 

_ water and the Tibetan yak Was 
unable to stand up，All of these 
actions were apparently responses 
to movements in the earth that 
humans were unable to detect. 

Similarly，in the days prior to 
theLiaoning quake last year, hens 
stopped laying eggs，and many 
hibernating animals emerged into 
the open,， many of them freezing 
to _ death in the cold Manchurian 
winter. 

EARTH AND WATER 

But the most important phen- 
omena for predicting earthquakes， 
the Chinese say, involve the earth 
and water, Observers have noted 
a distinct correlation between sud- 
den changes in water level and 
temperature in wells and the 
occurrence of quakes， 

The Chinese press claimed re- 
cently that a Peasant amateur sejs-

mologist in Hopei province had 
correctly predicted both the day 
and the _ intensity of a recent 
tremor in his home town by 
monitoring the movement of wat- 
er in each of three selected wells 
each evening after woOrTK. 

Chinese experts also report that 
flashes of fire frequently burst 
from the ground immediately be- 
fore arn earthquake，This phen- 
omenon was observed just before 
the Liaoning .quake last year， 人 
fireball shot from the ground 
directly in front of a train evacua- 
ting people from a town close to 
the quake's epicenter， 

EDUCATION 

The Chinese have also organ- 
ized mass educational campaigns 
to familiarize the Population with 
earthquake danger signals，The 
Hopei peasant who analyzed the 
movement of well water later put 
his _ observations into a series of 
folksy :rhymes that his neighbors 
and fellow commune members 
could easily memorize. 

In the Peking-Tientsin area， 
two cities with a combined popu- 
lation of nearly 15 million lying 


close to an active quake area,、 


regular radio broadcasts Dow 
inform the people about new 
prediction techniques and how to 


stay on the alert for signs of an 
impending tremoOr， 

Awareness of earthquakes pene- 
trates many other areas of Chinese 
life. Archeologists who unearthed 
intact a 2,000-year-old body in 
Hunan province， for example， 
noted that the relics accompany- 
ing the body crumbled to dust 
when touched，Since they had 
been found intact，the researchers 
concluded the area had been free 
of serious quakes for 20 centuries 
and that it would be safe to build 
a major industrial complex near 
by. 

Much of China's success ip 
earthquake forecasting comes 
from the way the society is organ- 
jzed，The Peoples Republic is a 
highly disceiplined society in which 
the technique of mass mobilization 
is commonly used for political and 
economic campaigns. When word 
goes out that a quake may be 
imminent,， it is relatively easy for 
the Chinese to group people in a 
tbhreatened area together and or- 
ganize a mass evacuation ， 

Whether Western populations 
could _ be mobilized in similar 
forecast and_ evacuation efforts 
remains a major unanswered 
question，

RECOVERY 

As 1975 was a year of recession， 
unemployment and recession not 
only in this port-city but through- 
out the world，shareholders look 
forward to higher figures at the 
end of 1976， Signs of recovery 
locally are indicated by export and 
import figures during last De- 
cember and January this year，
